Barry M. Coldwater today ac­

craft, on “ sheer incompetence.” 


He said administration lead­ 
ers were warned of inadequate 
airfield defenses in Viet Nam 
within weeks before the attack 
and 
apparently the warnings 
were ignored. 


The 
Republican 
presidential 
nominee made the charge in a 
statem ent made public here as 
he began his final day of cam ­ 
paigning. He scheduled a lunch­ 
time appearance in San Fran 
cisco and planned a final cam 
paign stop in Fredonia, a small 
Arizona town which he views as 
a lucky windup spot. 
Reason For Attack 
His 
statem ent on 
the Viet 
Cong attack was his second in 
as many days. In a television 
interview Sunday, he said the 
attack, which destroyed six B57 
jet bombers and cost four U.S. 
lives, might have been made 
because the Communists want 
Johnson and not Coldwater in 
the White House. He did not 
flatly assert such a political mo­ 
tivation, however. 
Today Coldwater concentrated 
his fire on the Johnson adm inis­ 
tration, demanding an explana­ 
tion of the attack from the “ civ­ 
ilian strategists who have let 
the war in Viet Nam drift right 
up to its present brink of disas­ 
ter.

against our aircraft resulted be­ 
cause of sheer incompetence on 
the part of the political soldiers 
who have been 
running

ruining the show in Viet Nam. 
“ Within weeks prior to this at­ 
tack, the politicians who are 
playing such a dangerous game 
with the fighting in Viet Nam 
were warned by a form er high­ 
ly official of the m ilitary that 
the defenses of our vital air­ 
fields in Viet Nam were woe­ 
fully inadequate. 
“ Suggestions

these defenses, however, were 
apparently ignored by the poli­ 
tical high command of this ad­
